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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Friends  and  Neighbors, 

1992  was  a  difficult  year  tor  many  of  our  citizens.  We  saw 
unemployment  rise  throughout  the  state,  and  many  of  us  saw  friends 
lose  their  homes  due  to  the  poor  economy.  In  1992  we  elected  a  new 
Governor  in  our  state  and  a  new  President  for  our  country.  We 
should  send  these  men  our  prayers  and  hope  they  have  the  wisdom 
needed  to  lead  our  state  and  our  country  to  an  economic  recovery. 

During  1992  we  have  seen  improvement  in  budgets  that  in  1991  were  a 
major  draw  on  tax  payers  dollars.  One  area  is  our  Welfare  Budget. 
In  1991  we  spent  $51,061.32  to  help  our  citizens  in  need.  In  1992 
that  figure  decreased  to  $28,410.87.  We  hope  this  suggests  that  at 
least  in  Sandown,  our  people  are  going  back  to  work  and  resuming 
normal  lives.  The  1993  Welfare  Budget  requested  by  the  Selectmen  is 
$44,000,  down  $10,000  from  the  amount  appropriated  in  1992.  We  can 
assure  you,  this  budget  will  be  closely  watched  during  the  coming 
year  . 

Another  budget  we  have    been  able  to  reduce  this  year  has  been  our 
Legal  Budget.  In  1991  we  spent  $15,301.04  in  legal  costs.  During 
1992  that  figure  was  reduced  to  $9,948.12.  Unfortunately,  for  1993 
we  have  had  to  ask  for  $20,000  for  legal  expenses  because  of  cases 
that  have  been  pending  for  several  years  that  will  be  coming  to 
trail . 

One  piece  of  excellent  news  is  that  the  year  end  figures  shew  the 
Town  has  again  come  in  under  the  Budget  approved  by  the  voters. 
This  year,  our  operating  budget  surplus  is  close  to  $40,000.  This 
money  will  go  into  the  general  fund  to  offset  taxes  this  year. 

A  surplus  of  any  size  can  only  be  achieved  by  having  competent: 
people  as  Department  Heads.  The  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all 
of  our  Department  Heads  that  have  contributed  to  this  surplus.  'I'he 
working  relationship  between  the  Selectmen  and  the  Departments  tor 
the  most  part  is  an  excellent  one.  Open  communication  and  mutual 
concern  for  our  taxpayers  is  essential  in  small  town  government. 
Sandown  is  fortunate  to  have  people  serving  as  Department  Heads 
that  can  pinch  a  penny  into  a  quarter. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  also  would  like  to  thank  the  employees  of 
the  Town  for  their  work  and  dedication  this  past  year.  Without  your 
help  also,  the  Town  Budcet  could  very  easily  be  overspent.  Your 
dedication  is  appreciated. 

The  Board  also  would  like  to  thank  the  Budget  Committee  for  the 
work  it  has  done  this  year.  As  you  may  remember,  this  year  we  have 
adopted  the  new  accounting  codes  recommended  by  the  State.  The 
Budget  Committee  and  Department  Heads  struggled  to  make  sure  all  of 
our  expenditures  were  placed  into  one  of  these  new  account  codes. 
The  Budget  printed  in  this  Town  Report  is  a  result  of  their 
efforts.  It  was  a  difficult  task,  and  may  need  some  fine  tuning, 
but  the  task  has  been  completed  and  future  Budget  Committees, 
Departments,  and  Boards  of  Selectmen  should  find  the  information 
easier  to  work  with.  Well  done! 
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On  a  more  negative  note,  there  is  one  area  where  we  have  not  met  a 
goal  set  at  last  years  Town  Meeting.  That  Is  the  goal  o£  developing 
a  complete  set  of  Policies  and  Procedures  under  which  the  Town 
operates.  Our  intention  was  to  have  this  task  completed  by  this 
Town  Meeting  and  we  have  not  met  that  deadline.  This  is  a  task  that 
cannot  be  completed  without  much  thought  and  preparation.  Some 
people  feel  the  task  is  taking  too  long.  Some  people  feel  we  should 
not  have  Polices  and  Procedures  at  all  since  we  never  had.  Both 
groups  are  wrong. 


Finally,  the  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  volunteers  of  Sandown 
for  the  hours  of  work  they  put  in  for  the  Town  with  no  pay  and 
little  recognition.  Without  volunteers  this  Town  could  not  function 
efficiently. 


In  closing,  the  Board  would  like  again  to  encourage  all  of  you  to 
attend  Town  Meeting  and  vote  on  the  issues  that  directly  impact 
you,  the  taxpayers.  In  these  tough  economic  times,  it  is  your  duty 
to  vote  in  the  election,  and  come  to  Town  Meeting  and  decide  the 
direction  our  Town  takes  during  the  next  year.  If  you  don't  come, 
don't  complain

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AUDITCm'S  REPORT 
To  The  Town  of  Sandown 


We  have  carefully  examined  the  accounts  of  the  various  municipal  officials  and 
the  Town  of  Sandown,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31.  1992  and  for  the  year  then 
ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  RSA  41:31. 

The  Town  prepares  its  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Code  of  Administrative  Rules.  Department  of  Revenue  Administration 
Adopted  under  Doc.   #4940.  effective  9/25/90,  Rev  1705.  Classification  of 
Funds  and  Account  Groups  (GAAP  basis). 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  mentioned  above  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  funds  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Sandown,  New- 
Hampshire  at  December  31.  1992  and  the  results  of  operations  for  the  year 
then  ended,  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  has  been  made  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements,  taken  as  a  whole.   The  supplementary 
information  is  presented  for  analysis  purposes  and  is  not  necessary  for  a 
fair  presentation  of  the  financial  information  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
paragraph. 


AUDITORS  COMMENTS  .4ND  RECOVftJENDATIONS 

MUNICIPAL  ACCOUNTING 

The  Town  should  adopt  the  "double  entry"  accounting  system  whereby  all 
revenues  and  expenditures  are  properly  traced.   This  would  make  possible 
monthly  Balance  Sheet  and  Cash  Flow  reports  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  public. 

All  permits  issued  by  the  Town's  inspectors  should  be  printed  with  serial 
numbers  thereon.   The  Selectmen  should  issue  permits  in  numerical  order  to 
the  various  inspectors,  who  should  be  required  to  sign  for  and  accept 
responsibility  therefore.   Presently,  the  permits  are  not  pre-numbered. 
Consequently,  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  that  all  monies  and  permits  have 
been  accounted  for. 

The  Cash  Receipts  Book  should  be  printed  with  serial  numbers  auid  receipts 
should  be  clearly  identified  with  respect  to  amount  and  account  credited. 
The  present  system  make  auditing  the  cash  very  difficult.   Furthermore,  since 
the  Town  Clerk's  Office  maintains  virtually  the  same  hours  as  the  Selectmen's 
Office,  we  recoamend  that  all  cash  be  paid  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  with  a 
receipt  issued  by  the  Town  Clerk.

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FIXED  ASSETS  crmnoL 

A  separate  Fixed  Assets  Account  Fund  should  be  iiDplejnented  listing  all  Fixed 
Assets  owned  by  the  Town.   Such  items  as  land,  buildings,  vehicles, 
equipment,  tools  and  furniture  shoul  ^:  be  included  in  the  account. 

We  understand  a  memo  was  issued  recently  to  begin  an  inventory  system  for  the 
various  departments.  The  results  of  this  inventory  should  be  verified  by  the 
Selectmen  and  incorporated  into  the  Fixed  Asset  Fund. 

Furthermore,  we  suggest  the  Selectmen  assign  departmental  inventory  to  each 
Department  Head  and  obtain  a  signed  receipt  for  the  same  each  year  following 
elections  and  appointments  to  the  departments.   This  process  would  assure 
continuity  and  protect  and  preserve  Town  property. 


PURCHASE  CKDER  SYSTBVI 

Purchase  orders  are  comnon  procedure  in  any  private  business  or  governmental 
entity.   Purchase  orders  identify  expenditures  "in  the  pipeline"  before 
invoices  are  received  and  act  as  verification  of  expenditures  for  more 
efficient  cash  management,  budgeting  and  auditing  purposes. 

A  recent  attempt  to  install  such  a  system  was  withdrawn  when  it  met  with 
departmental  opposition  and  this  was  unfortunate. 

The  Town  of  Sandown,  like  all  governmental  entities,  is  a  Public  Trust  and  it 
must  be  held  to  a  higher  standard  than  all  others  when  it  comes  to  financial 
controls  because  it  is  owned  by  taxpayers,  rather  than  one  or  more  invested 
individuals.   Elected  Officials  and  appointed  Department  Heads  are  merely 
keepers  of  the  Public  Trust  and  are  sworn  to  uphold  that  Trust. 

As  the  Town  grows,  its  financial  structure  will  become  more  costly  and 
complex  and  implementing  these  recomnendat ions  now  will  serve  to  assure  the 
taxpayers  they  are  receiving  the  best  possible  management  of  their  tax 
del lars.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

1992  REPORT 

This  was  a  year  of  internal  chang-es  on  the  Planning-  Board.   Daniel  Jendrick 
began  the  year  as  Chairman.  Patrick  Valentine  was  elected  Chairman  in  March. 
Mr.  Valentine  moved  out  of  town  in  April  and  Lee  Wilroot  conducted  meetings  as 
Vice-chairman  until  October  at  which  time  I  was  elected  Chairman. 

Development  activity  increased  this  year,  a  sign  of  a  recovering  economy. 

During  the  course  of  1992  the  Board  approved  four  new  sub-divisions,  issued 
eight  conditional  approvals,  signed  three  mylars  and  revoked  two  conditional 
approvals. 

The  most  notable  development  in  process  is  the  Stoneford  Development  off  121-A 
where  75  resident ials  dwellings  are  being  constructed.   The  Board  has  been 
reviewing  the  progress  of  this  development  on  a  monthly  basis  eind  we  expect  the 
project  to  be  a  genuine  credit  to  the  conmunity  when  it  is  completed. 

A  new  Planning  Board  Engineer.  William  Gregsak.  Gregsak  Engineering,  was 
appointed  in  June.   His  services  to  the  Board  have  been  exemplary  thus  far. 

Mrs.  Susan  Rice,  our  Planning  Board  Aide,  was  promoted  to  Administrative 
Assistant  to  replace  Rockingham  Planning  Comnission' s  representative,  Sarah 
Campbell,  who  left  their  employ.   Mrs.  Rice  has  been  able  to  do  both  jobs 
effectively  and  we  have  saved  the  taxpayers  money  in  the  process. 

The  Planning  Board  is  looking  forward  to  an  active  and  challenging  1993.  We 
hope  to  see  more  of  you  at  our  meetings.

During  this  past  year  1992,  a  total  of  225  permits  were  issued  (  29  being 
permit  renewals)  •  That  was  an  increase  of  46%  over  1991. 

The  large  Lewis  Builder's  subdivision  accounted  for  17  of  the  50  permits 
issued  for  new  Single  Family  homes  (  only  8  new  homes  in  1991). 

The  substantial  reduction  in  land  prices,  as  well  as  the  continued  develop- 
ment at  Stoneford  could  result  in  another  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  dwellings  in  Sandown  next  year. 

In  1993  we  will  be  implementing  the  new  1993  B.O.C.A.  National  Building  code. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  entire  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  support,  also  the 
Board  of  Adjustment,  Assessor,  Selectmen's  office  staff,  and  the  other  inspec- 
tors for  helping  us  to  provide  the  most  thorough  and  expedited  service.

During  the  first  2  1/2  months  of  1992,  before  I  was 
elected,  there  were  several  small  snow  and  ice  storms  that 
did  not  require  plowing,  but  they  did  need  a  lot  of  sand, 
salt,  and  time. 

I  was  elected  in  March,  and  before  my  first  week  was 
over  we  had  a  storm  with  enough  snow  to  plow,  and  before 
winter  ended  we  plowed,  sanded,  and  salted  several  more 
times . 

In  the  summer  we  replaced  a  culvert  on  Rowel  Road 
and  also  one  on  Phillips  Road.  A  new  culvert  was  installed  on 
Little  Mill  Road,  to  take  care  of  a  drainage  problem  that  had 
been  causing  an  ice  build  up  in  the  winter. 

Brush  was  cut  on  several  roads  at  the  north  end  of  town 
and  shoulder  work  was  done  on  both  Hale  True  Road  and 
Fremont  Road , 

Block  grant  money  was  used  to  rebuild  parts  of  two 
roads  and  overlay  a  third.  Approximately  1100  feet  of  Sargent 
Road  and  about  700  feet  of  Elizabeth  Road  were  torn  up  and 
the  base  was  improved  by  removing  poor  soil  and  adding 
gravel.   The  roads  were  then  repaved  with  three  inches  of 
asphalt.   Reed  Road  was  shimmed  and  overlayed  as  opposed  to 
rebuildiiig.  Even  though  the  road  surface  was  starting  to 
deteriorate  the  base  was  good,  so  the  road  can  be  protected 
and  the  lire  of  the  road  extended  by  resurfacing.  Once  the 
roads  were  paved,  gravel  was  put  on  the  shoulders  to  bring 
them  up  to  the  road  grade . 

Other  small  jobs  included  patching  pot  holes,  cleaning 
culverts  and  ditch  lines,  putting  up  signs,  and  the  never 
ending  maintenance  and  repair  of  equipment  and  vehicles. 

The  second  half  of  the  '92  winter  brought  many  small 
storms  and  one  major  storm.  The  "big"  storm  in  December 
dropped  about  eighteen  inches  of  snow. 

All  and  all  I  feel  the  Highway  Department  had  a  good 
year.  We  accomplished  a  lot.  I  Have  begun  work  on  a  road 
improvement  plan,  a  necessity  if  we  are  to  keep  up  with  the 
deteriorating  roads.

This  was  the  final  year  of  transition  to  the  new  State-designed  account 
numbering  system  for  municipal  budgeting  and.  with  the  close  cooperation  of  al 
department  heads,  it  went  ranarkably  well.   Refinements  this  year  made 
budgeting  your  tax  dollars  much  more  efficient  and  this  should  continue  to  be 
so  in  the  future. 

The  budget  we  will  reconmend  to  you  at  Town  Meeting  will  have  essentially  the 
same  bottom  line  as  last  year.   Inspection  budgets  have  been  increased  due  to 
anticipated  new  developments,  but  those  budgets  are  revenue  neutral  (fees 
collected  should  offset  money  spent)  and  will  not  effect  your  taxes. 
Contractual  increases,  such  as  in  the  Sanitation  budget,  were  offset  by 
reductions  in  other  departmental  budgets. 

The  Town  Budget  has  remained  relatively  stable  through  1991,  1992  and  1993.

This  is  why  your  property  taxes  more  than  doubled  over  this  same  period  and 
this  is  why  we  must  continue  to  hold  the  line  on  spending  until  your  ability  to 
pay  catches  up  with  the  cost  of  government.

The  Sandown  Historical  Society  &  Museum  proudly  reports  236  Sandown  visitors 
to  the  museum  last  season.   Fifty  visitors  registered  from  Massachusetts. 
Other  states  represented  were  from  Maine,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  California, 
Mississippi,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Georgia,  Utah,  Virginia,  Ohio,  Florida 
and  Alabama.   Visitors  from  Sweden  and  Germany  also  came  to  the  museum. 

Some  of  the  gifts  that  we  received  this  year  were  two  beautiful  benches  from 
Mr.  Paul  Densen,  a  flax  wheel,  a  wonderful  powder  horn  with  scrimshaw  carvings 
(dated  1743),  and  two  mannequins  to  display  our  costumes  on.   The  powder  horn 
contained  intricate  carvings  of  animals,  a  mermaid,  a  snake  wine  glasses,  sailing 
ships  and  the  name  of  John  Lund,  Dunbarton,  NH. 

Sandown  Historian,  Richard  Holmes,  researched  the  horn  and  discovered  that 
Captain  John  Lund's  wife's  tombstone  is  in  Nashua,  NH. 

Other  gifts  included  an  Edison  Victrola  and  records  donated  by  Mrs.  Pat  Teague, 
several  old  books  and  newspapers.  Old  school  pictures,  scout  information,  4H 
and  Grange  history  and  Library  information  are  kept  for  your  enjoyment  and 
information.

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LIBRARY  REPORT  1992 

Our  first  full  year  since  dedication  of  tne  additional 
library  space  has  been  a  year  of  increased  services.  Not 
only  did  the  circulation  and  visits  statistics  increase  but 
we  registered  over  475  new  patrons.  Our  interlibrary  loan 
service  increased  dramatically  and  we  were  able  to  lend  quite 
a  number  of  our  books  to  other  libraries  as  well. 

Additional  services  the  Library   offered  this  year  were 
the  public-access  computer  and  two  museum  passes.  The  computer 
has  been  in  constant  use  by  residents  writing  resumes,  or 
learning  wordprocessing  and  by  parents  with  their  children 
using  the  educational  software.  Thanks  to  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  and  the  Sandown  Mothers  Club,  the  Library  was 
aole  to  offer  both  the  Museum  of  Science  pass  and  the  Christa 
McAuliffe  Planetarium  pass  to  town  residents. 

This  was  aj.so  quite  a  year  for  donations  to  the  library. 
Over  half  the  books  added  were  donated  by  residents.  The 
Library  was  also  fortunate  to  receive  a  television  and  a 
VCR  for  program  use.  Thank  you  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Romaine 
for  the  donation.  Computer  software  programs,  magazine  subscriptions 
and  videos  were  also  donated  to  the  Library  and  we  thank 
everyone  who  has  added  to  our  collection  of  materials. 

An  endowment  fund,  whicn  will  have  a  long-lasting  effect 
on  the  quality  of  service  at  the  Library,  was  established 
in  1992  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Interest  from  this  fund 
will  help  to  offset  the  increased  price  of  books.  The  Library 
thanks  the  generous  donors  to  this  Fund. 

As  in  everything,  the  Library  has  seen  some  changes 
this  year.  Trustees  Karen  Valentine  and  Bill  Brennan  were 
unable  to  continue  their  terms  on  the  Board  and  we  regretfully 
said  goodbye.  Both  gave  alot  of  time  and  effort  to  the  Library 
while  on  the  Board  and  we  thank  them  for  their  commitment. 
To  finish  out  their  terms,  Carol  Stafford  and  Anita  LaPorte 
were  wolcomcd  to  the  Board  cy  Trustees  Paul  Lcncen  and  Tina 
Owens.  John  Duffy  was  elected  to  the  Board  at  March  meeting. 
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The  Library  also  said  goodbye  to  Assistant  Librarian 
Deirdre  LaPlante  who  did  so  much  for  children's  programminc 
during  her  five  years  of  service.  Gayle  Tudisco  joins  the 
staff  as  Assistant  Librarian  and  we  welcome  her  on  board. 

The  Library  hosted  25  programs  for  the  community  in 
1992.  Highlights  of  the  year  include  our  100th  birthday  celebration 
with  Richard  Holmes  and  our  Summer  Reading  Program  reaching 
an  all-time  high  participation  of  191  children.

Preschool  Story  Hours  are  still  very  popular  with  much 
demand  for  our  Spring  and  Fall  sessions.

The  Library  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  volunteers

As  we  reflect  back  on  1992  and  look  forward  to  1993  we  are 
very  aware  that  some  of  the  goals  we  have  set  out  to  achieve 
have  come  into  play  this  year. 

All  of  us  in  some  way  have  been  affected  by  our  country's 
economical  problems.  This  affect  has  kept  us  very  busy  again 
this  year.  Unfortunately,  we  see  on  a  daily  basis  the  negative 
affects  it  has  brought  to  some  and  how  it  has  increased  our 
duties  and  responsibilities.

1992  Report 

The  year  1992  was  a  busy  and  productive  one.   We  responded  to  approximately 
120  calls  -  wood  stove  and  chimney  problems  being  the  most  frequent.   It  is 
most  important  to  remember  to  keep  a  close  check  on  cleaning  your  chimneys 
and  to  keep  a  clear  area  around  wood  stoves  and  fireplaces. 

Inspections 

The  new  school  addition  required  a  lot  of  time  and  involvement  by  the  Department. 
It  seems  that  fire  safety  checks  at  the  school  are  a  must.   We  hope  that  school 
officials  will  put  more  effort  into  this  matter  in  the  coming  year. 

The  new  750  gallon  front  pump  which  was  approved  at  the  1992  town  meeting  was 
installed  by  the  department  members.   The  pump  is  working  out  real  well. 
By  installing  the  pump  ourselves,  we  not  only  saved  approximately  $6,000  but 
we  also  realized  much  satisfaction  and  pride  in  the  job. 

In  1992,  several  new  members  joined  the  Fire  Department.   Due  to  moving  or 
time  requirements,  we  had  three  of  our  long-time  members  leave  the  department. 
We  will  miss  these  men  very  much. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  residents  of  Sandown  realize  the  time  and  effort  given 
by  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad. 

I  would  encourage  the  Administrative  people  (Selectmen,  Budget  Committee 
and  Planning  Board)  to  keep  the  paperwork  to  a  minimum.   So  much  time  is 
involved  in  this  aspect  as  well  as  in  training  time  that  I  see  the  strictly 
volunteer  fire  department  on  the  endangered  list. 

As  usual,  the  men  of  the  department  working  so  well  together  have  made  the 
Chief's  job  very  enjoyable. 

Please  remember  that  working  smoke  alarms  are  a  must !   House  numbers  are 
required  and  also  very  helpful. 

Thank  you  to  all  Sandown  residents  for  your  continued  support  and  thank  you 
to  all  members  of  the  Sandown  Fire  Department.

ASSESSING  REPORT 

Abatements 

The  nunter  of  requests  for  abatement  of  taxes  has  been  abdU<; 
the  same  as  last  year  (about  75).  A  few  have  applied  to  the  state 
appeals  board.  That  board  was  able  to  settle  some  of  the  appeals 
originally  filed  against  the  1989  taxes  as  well  as  some  more  recent 
appeals.  Again  the  decisions  were  about  half  against  the  toun  and  half 
in  the  town's  favor. 

New  Valuations 

Reference  to  the  building  inspector's  report  will  indicate 
that  a  significant  number  of  properties  will  have  to  be  assessed  in 
1993.  These  involve  new  structures,  additions,  alterations, 
outbuildings  and  similar  items.  In  addition  to  those,  it  is  a  practice 
to  review  all  property  transfers  that  are   "arms  length"  transactions. 
The  total  number  is  in  the  300  region. 

"Mini"  Revaluation 

Note  that  Warrant  Article  #21  involves  appropriating  money  for 
what  has  been  called  a  "mini"  assessment.  The  purpose  of  this 
expenditure  is  to  bring  property  values  more  in  line  with  the  real 
estate  market.  This  will  also  result  in  a  redistribution  of  the  tax 
burden.  The  revaluation  will  be  based  on  statistics  derived  from 
property  sales  in  Sandown  over  the  last  year  and  a  half. 

Please  recognize  that  this  will  not  necessarily  reduce  your  taxes. 
As  with  an  revaluation  some  properties  will  have  higher  taxes,  some 
lower,  and  some  will  not  change.  As  stated  in  previous  assessing 
reports,  the  amount  paid  in  taxes  is  apportioned  based  on  property 
value  but  is  wholly  dependent  on  the  amount  voted  to  be  spent  at  the 
School  District  meeting  and  the  Town  meeting.

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SANDOWN  CABLE  TELEVISION  ADVISORY  BOARD 
1992  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Cable  Television  Advisory  Board  had  a  very  active  year  in  1992, 

Our  major  effort  was  working  with  Continental  Cablevision  to 
implement  a  return  line  to  enable  live  cablecasting  of  events  from 
Town  Hall.  As  this  report  goes  to  print,  it  appears  likely  that  we 
will  cablecast  the  1993  Town  Meeting  live  on  Channel  48.  Our 
thanks  go  to  both  Continental  and  to  the  Timberlane  Regional  School 
District  for  their  help  in  providing  facilities  and  equipment. 

Additionally,  the  board  works  to  stay  informed  of  new  developments 
in  cable  TV,  including  the  "Cable  Television  Consumer  Protection 
and  Competition  Act  of  1992."  While  this  legislation  may  have 
little  immediate  impact  on  cable  customers,  it  is  believed  that  it 
will  have  a  dramatic  long-term  effect  in  granting  more  power  to 
municipalities  to  regulate  franchises  and  cost  increases.  Experts 
also  hope  that  it  can  spur  greater  competition,  including  different 
technologies,  which  will  ultimately  help  keep  cable  rates  down. 

Several  of  our  members  attended  meetings  of  the  New  England  Video 
Association  (NEVA)  which  brings  together  representatives  of  cable 
companies,  cable  committee  members,  and  independent  local  access 
television  producers  from  many  municipalities  in  the  region. 
Membership  in  NEVA  incurs  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers,  and  gives  our 
members  current  information  by  meeting  with  our  counterparts. 

As  part  of  our  role  as  a  liaison  between  the  Town  and  Continental, 
the  Board  attended  to  several  customer  problems  during  the  course 
of  the  year. 

In  the  realm  of  local  television  programming,  a  number  of  locally 
produced  programs  aired  on  Channel  48  and  on  the  Educational 
Channel  30.  These  included  Sandown  Candidates  Night,  the  Annual 
School  District  meeting,  school  board  meetings,  high  school  sports 
events,  and  such  feature  shows  as  "State  Issues  with  Peter  Simon, " 
"Celebrity  Corner,"  and  "Sandown  Today."  Local  shows  are  made  by 
many  volunteers,  and  to  get  more  residents  involved  Continental 
periodically  conducts  hands-on  training  in  television  production 
offered  at  no  cost. 

If  you  have  a  problem  which  with  cable  service  which  is  not 
resolved  by  Continental,  a  question  about  service  or  programming, 
or  if  you  are  interested  in  getting  involved  in  making  local 
television  programming,  call  Tom  Gainan  at  887-2897.

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SANDOWN  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 
AMNUAL  REPORT  1992 

The  Recycling  Coimnittee  had  an  active  first  half  of  1992  preparing  and 
hosting  the  SRRDD  (53-B)  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  in  April.   We 
want  to  thank  all  our  local  volunteers  and  applaud  all  the  Sandown 
residents  that  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity  in  their  own  backyard. 
The  District  is  planning  to  do  this  again  in  May  of  1993. 

The  other  activity  that  kept  us  busy  was  attempting  to  acquire  our  trailer. 
This  was  tough  to  achieve  due  to  the  warrant  article  wording,  but  we  were 
finally  able  to  receive  $2500  in  grants  from  New  Hampshire  the  Beautiful 
which  allowed  us  to  buy  one  of  our  requested  pieces  of  equipment. 
Therefore,  in  late  June,  we  were  able  to  acquire  the  26'  trailer  and  bins 
for  recyclable  collection  and  hauling. 

Recycling  tonnage  is  at  an  all  time  high  for  Sandown,  but  the  percentage  of 
recyclables  to  total  waste  is  far  below  the  State  requested  level  for  1992. 
We  ended  the  year  with  144.5  tons  of  recyclables  which  is  8.9%  of  the  total 
waste  stream  collected.    The  State  of  New  Hampshire  had  requested  2  0%  of 
the  waste  stream  to  be  recycled  in  1992.   We  are  still  observing  far  too 
many  residents  throwing  recyclable  aluminum,  plastic,  glass,  and  tin  into 
the  compactors  and  this  is  hurting  our  recycling  percentage,  our  cost 
avoidance  savings,  and  our  actual  revenues  that  can  be  returned  to  the 
General  Fund  to  offset  taxes.   It's  really  too  bad  that  we  keep  hearing 
residents  complaining  about  the  amount  of  taxes  they  pay  and  that  they 
don't  have  to  do  the  simple  things  requested  as  part  of  recycling. 

We  want  to  thank  the  drivers  that  over  the  year  have  delivered  our 
recyclables  to  market;  Bob  Bragg,  Tony  Lopez,  Jim  Bassett,  and  Gerry 
LaChance.   It  means  getting  up  early  in  the  morning  and  dedicating  the 
first  four  or  so  hours  of  the  day  to  delivering  this  product  to  market. 

We  experienced  some  problems  during  the  summer  in  the  form  of  vandalism. 
The  recycling  truck  had  all  its  windows  broken  along  with  the  window  to  the 
recycling  attendants  shack  and  some  other  damages  to  other  things  at  the 
Transfer  Station.   The  repair  of  the  truck  was  unplanned  and  unnecessary 
costs  for  the  Sanitation  budget. 

Our  refundables  collection  increased.   We  gained  substantially  in  the  areas 
of  plastics  and  glass  refundables.   One  thing  that  we  ask  is  if  you  use 
refundable  containers,  PLEASE  do  not  crush  them,  because  we  can  not  get  our 
nickel  for  them  crushed.   Keep  up  the  good  work  on  the  refundables,  they 
pay  a  lot  more  per  unit  than  the  regular  refundables. 

The  Committee's  education  program,  through  the  use  of  the  Southeast 
Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District's  (53-B)  funding,   continued  throughout 
the  year.   We  purchased  and  distributed  Recycling  Calendars  for  1993  to 
those  people  who  actively  recycled  this  year.   The  message  sign  located  in 
front  of  the  attenants'  shack  was  also  purchased  through  the  recycling 
grant.   We  were  also  able  to  publish  a  couple  more  editions  of  the  RISE 
Newsletter.   We  are  still  hoping  to  create  another  Recycling  Video  during 
early  199  3  as  part  of  the  education  grant.   We  are  expecting  the  funding  to 
continue  through  1993. 

We  ended  the  year  with  large  backlogs  of  recyclables  due  to  driver 
scheduling  problems.   We  are  desperately  seeking  additional  people  capable 
of  delivering  the  recyclables  to  market  on  a  regular  basis,  so  that  we  can 
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maximize  our  returns  on  everyones  good  efforts, 
contact  us.
